Provisions governing the award¬ 
ing of scholarships toy the Vulcan 
Home and School Association were 
changed at the last meeting of the 
association and scholarships to 
Vulcan school students will be a- 
warded annually as outlined below. 

(a) The sum of $100.00 will be 
given to Grade 12 students with 
■ , A , ' standing at matriculation, hav¬ 
ing completed the course In one 
year. 

(b) The sum of $25.00 will be 
awarded lhe £ student with the high¬ 
est standing in Grade 12. (l.e. Dip¬ 
loma standing). If not awarded 
on this basis the award will be 
made to the student with the high¬ 
est standing taking Grade 12 in 
more than one year. 

(c) An engraved watch will be 
presented to the student with the 
highest standing in Grade 9. 

The scholarships will be made on 
this basis annually and will not be 
cumulative. If not awarded in any 
one year, the entire sum of money 
or any part thereof shall be used 
to set up a trust fund with the 
objective of increasing the schol¬ 
arships in future years. The schol¬ 
arship provisions may toe revised 
bi-annually by an appointed com¬ 
mittee of not less than three mem¬ 
bers of the Home and School 
Association.

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Press Reporters 


We don’t like to let a January go by without re¬ 
minding organizations, both town and rural, that 
they will benefit by the appointment of press reporters. 

A press reporter should be carefully chosen and 
his or her job is to see that news of the club’s activities 
reaches the newspaper, either through the local cor¬ 
respondent or by being sent directly to the paper. 
Without a press reporter, much of the dub’s activities, 
of interest to the general public, is overlooked and 
never receives publicity, for reporters cannot be 
expected to attend every meeting of every organization 
in their town or district. 

If your club or organization does not already have 
a press reporter why not suggest, at the next meeting, 
that one be appointed? Our local correspondent in 
your district will be glad to co-operate in seeing that 
the news thus made available to her is published in 
the Advocate. 


Have A "Fire Plan" 

Early detection and alarm is the greatest factor 
in minimizing the damage done by fire but having a 
“fire plan”—known by all members of your family— 
can also help keep down damage and possibly save 
lives. 

The following measures are based on those recom¬ 
mended by the All Canada Insurance Federation. 

1) Know how to turn in an alarm. In Vulcan and 
in most of the villages in the county the procedure is 
simple—just phone the telephone operator and tell her 
the location of the fire. 

2) Know how to use a fire extinguisher; consult 
your local fire department as to the best type of 
extinguisher to have in your house. 

3) In any fire, the first few minutes count most; 
never delay in turning in an alarm, once, all occupants 
of building have vacated. 

4) At first sign of fire, close all windows and 
doors except those needed for escape. 

5) Report fires at first sign of smoke; don’t wait 
until you see fire. 

6) Always leave baby sitters with complete 
instructions on what to do in case of fire. 

7) In cold weather, don’t stop to dress children 
before getting them out of the houes: wrap them in 
blankets if necessary. 

8) Always leave one exit free; check frequently 
to see that it is unblocked by boxes of furniture. 


It Pays To Lay Something Away 

Local ranchers who had several stacks of two 
and three-year-old vintage last summer can thank 
their lucky stars today that they took advantage of 
the heavy hay crop in 1955 to add to this apparent 
abundance of feed. These haystacks that dot the 
meadows in the hills west of here are fast disappearing 
as ranchers who have been feeding since November 
see no let up for at least another three months. Short¬ 
age of help in the hay fields last summer caused some 
farmers concern and no doubt determined the amount 
of hay that was put up in this section of the country. 
Nevertheless, those who worked long hours under a 
blazing sun to add to their collection of hay stacks will 
be amply repaid many times over before this winter 
is over. A recent survey of fodder supplies in Alberta 
showed there are very few areas from which fodder 
can be obtained. The land has been good to the 
ranchers this year and it is said there is a reason for 
everything, the reason being a long cold winter ahead 
for those who ignored nature’s warning.

bridge where he now lives, had no 
thought of filling the shoes of Hen¬ 
ry Young of Millet, president of 
the organization, when he went to 
the convention. But the ’boom’ 
for Platt started soon after hls 
arrival and he emerged the winner 
in a four-man race for the presi¬ 
dency. The Job carries a salary of 
$5,700 a year and is a fuU Ume 
position.. Headquarters are ln Ed¬ 
monton but the new president may 
maintain his home ln Lethbridge. 

One of those defeated by Platt 
was Carl Stimpfle of Egremonl, 
first president of the FUA. Henry 
Young filled his full five-year 
term, the longest one mem can 
serve under the constitution. 

The new president of the agrar¬ 
ian group was born in Innisfree, 

Alberta, and is an agrlcultured grad 
uate of the University of Alberta, 
holding hls B.Sc and Masters deg¬ 
rees. . 

Entering the service of the Dom¬ 
inion Experimented Farms eifter 
ills graduation he was stationed at 
Swift Current, Sask., where hls 
genius for research weis soon rec¬ 
ognized. He was employed as assist¬ 
ant at the Swift Current station 
from 1936 until 1938 connected 
with the cereal and forage crop 
breeding program. From 1938 to 
1948 he was the officer in charge 
of tlie cereal breeding laboratory 
there and it was there that he did 
much of the work that won him 
fame as a plant breeder. He played 
"a mAJor role In overcoming the' 
ravages of wheat stem sawfly 
which at the time was robbing the 
West of a million acres or more 
of wheat a year. He continued his 
work along with other scientists at 
Lethbridge where he was transfer¬ 
red in 1948 and the result was 
Rescue wheat, a sawfly resistant 
variety. Then came the civil ser¬ 
vice that brought Dominion wide 
interest and surprise. 

Mr. Platt resigned as head of the 
cereal breeding staff at the Leth¬ 
bridge station. In a statement he 
said he resigned because: "I dis¬ 
agree with the. Federal Govern¬ 
ment on the adequacy of Its cereal 
breeding program in this area. The 
Government program is not large 
enough. We need at least one more 
professloal man for the bare mini¬ 
mum.’ He had no complaint about 
hls salary but felt members of hls 
staff were underpaid. 

In recognition of bis contribution 
tp agricultural research, notably ln 
the development of Rescue wheat.
